Regarding claim 1, Sievenpiper et al fails to disclose or fairly suggest in combination 
with the remaining claimed limitations, a second antenna coupled to the first antenna at a 
connecting point, the second antenna for resonating in a second frequency band out of the band 
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gap; and at least one of the first antenna and the second antenna is installed above the substrate 
sheet.
